Housing Expediter Tighe E. 
Woods said today that Maj. Gen. 
Harry H. Vaughan of St. Louls,| 
White Eouse military aid, asked 
him to “please hurry” along a 
construction permit for the Tan- 
foran race track, in California. 

Woods told a Senate investiga- 
tions subcommittee that Vaughan 
came to his office Jan. 12, 1948, 
to make the plea. He said Vaughan 
was. accompanied, by Eugene 
Mori of Camaen, N.J., listed as 
Tanforan's president. 

The permit for $75,000 of con- 
struction to renovate the Tan- 
foran track at San Bruno, was 
issued by Woods the, following 
day. 


“Friends” Interested. 

Woods told the subcommittee 
yesterday of being called to the 
White. House Jan. 9, 1948, by 
Vaughan to discuss the Tanforan 
matter. He quoted Vaughan as 
telling him~at the White House 
meeting that “some of my friends” 
were interested in the case. 

Woods did not mention Vaugh- 
an’s visit to him in his testimony 
yesterday. Today he related that 
at that meetin he. believed, that 
Vaughan asked him to “please 
hurry” along the permit because 
there was “something” before the 
California Race Track Commis- 
sion which would make Tanforan 
lose its franchise if the construc- 
tion work could not proceed. 

Woods sent letters to the Jus- 
tice Department the next day urg- 
ing modification of a court order 
issued against thef ormer owners 
of the track to stop construction. 

The track had been condemned 
by local authorities after the 
“new ownership” took over in 
November, 1947, and this was the 
basis, according to Woods, for the 
decision to permit the use of 
scarce building Materials to reno- 
vate it. Woods described it has a 
“hardship case.” 

Permission to Testify. 

Meanwhile, the White House 
again said that Vaughan has 
President Truman’s permission to 
testify in the five percenter in- 
quiry if the Senators want him 
to do so. 

Committee Chairman Hoey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, said his 
group is especially interested’ in 
getting all the details as to why 
the Tanforan track finally got 
Government blessing for the con- 
struction after approval had been 
denied repeatedly. 

The committee is checking on 
whether improper influence has 
figured in the administration of 
federal regulations and in the 
awarding of Government. con- 
tracts.

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BRITISH VAMPIRE 
MURDERER GOES 
T0 Tht GALLOWS 


Confessed Killer of 9— 
Visited by Unidenti- 
fied Woman in His 
Final Hours.

LONDON, Aug. 10 (UP)—John 
George Haigh, 40 years old, was 
hanged at Wandsworth Prison to- 
day to pay for one of the nine 
murders he had said he com- 
mitted. 

Haigh, known as the “vampire” 
killer, walked to the gallows at 
9 a.m. while a crowd of 100 
curious persons gathered outside 
the prison walls. In keeping with 
British procedure, there were 
none but official witnesses when | 
Albert Pierrepoint, Britain’s mas- 
ter executioner, dispatched Haigh 
to his death. 

Woman Visits Him. 

A few minutes before the execu- 
tion a post office messenger ar- 
rived at the prison with a tele- 
gram addressed to Haigh. Con- 
tents of the message, and its 
sender, were unknown. Observ- 
ers speculated it may have come 
from the mysterious woman who 


‘ran crying from the courtroom 


when sentence was pronounced 
and who visited him in the final 
hours before he went to the gal- 
lows. Haigh’s only caller in the 
hours just before execution was 
the young woman whose identity 
was not established. She wore a 
white blouse and a striped two- 
piece costume. 

Comfort also was _- provided 
Haigh in his last moments by a 
prison chaplain, a letter from his 
parents in Yorkshire, two letters 
from friends and the voluminous 
fan mai] from women. 

Admitted Nine Killings 

Although Haigh was sentenced 
to death and hanged only for the 
murder of Mrs, Olive Durand-Dea- 
con, 69, a wealthy London widow, 
he confessed to killing eight other 
persons in London and its vi- 
cinity. 

In his confession, Haigh told po- 
lice he drank some of the blood of 
each of his victims, His attorney 
claimed at his trial he did this be- 
cause of dreams which created in 
him a lust for blood. 

During his trial, Haigh proved 
a smug, conceited individual who 
responded to the glances of curi- 
ous women like. a movie star ,to 
his fans, 

However, the audience at his 
execution was small;’Only a hand- 
ful of prison attendants and offi- 
cials watched as the executioner 
placed the black hood over Haigh’s 
head and drop-the murderer to his 
death. His body will be buried in 
the prison courtyard.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP)— 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley made clear 
today that the French army will 
be the backbone of the North At- 
lantic defenses. 

The Army chief of staff told a 
joint meeting of the Senate For- 
eign Relations and Armed Services 
committees that the bulk of Amer- 
ican military aid proposed for Eu- 
rope will go to the French. 

Bradley urged quick approval of 
President Truman’s $1,450,000,000 
arms program. But at the same 
time he wrote off any prospect of 
an effective military program for 
China. 

“This (the arms program) is an 
effective way to give aid to Eu- 
rope,” Bradley said, “but there is 
no immediate effective way to 
give aid to Asia.” 

Johnson’s Testimony. 

Bradley, speaking for the joint 
chiefs of staff, testified after Sec- 
retary of Defense Louis Johnson 
told the committees he.is willing 
to accept 60 per cent in cash and 
40 per cent in contract authority 
to launch. the European phase of 
the arms program. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, yesterday proposed a 
50-50 split, with the contract au- 
thorization to be paid out of next 
year’s budget. 

The sum proposed for the Euro- 
pean part of the program is $1,- 
160,000,000, with the balance of the 
$1,450,000,000 going to Greece, Tur- 
key, Iran, the Philippines and 
South Korea. Under the Vanden- 
berg proposal accepted with modi- 
fication by Johnson, funds for the 
latter nations would not be af- 
fected. 

Johnson said it is agreeable to 
the military department to spread 
the initial cost of the arms pro- 
gram over two or even three 
years. 

Another congressional proposal 
—to delay the major part of the 
rearming program until the pro- 
posed Atlantie pact Security Coun- 
cil drafts an over-all defense plan 
met a rebuff from Bradley. 

“The program should not be de- 
layed,” Bradley said in, answer to 
a question by Chairman Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. “Whatever 
strategic concept is agreed upon, | 
this equipment will all fit in,” he 
saia. * 

Bradley did not expand on his 
reference to the plan to give the 
bulk of the military aid to France. 
He gaid details would have to be 
given in secret. 

Closed Session Called. 

The army chief of staff and his 
Navy and Air Force counterparts, 
Adm. Louis Denfeld and Gen. 
Hoyt Vandenberg, were called into 
a closed door session with the 
committees this afternoon. 

At the open session, Bradley 
said that if the American people 
want to use the advantage gained 
in the cold war, they must move 
quickly to establishd a long-range 
plan. 

Bradley said five nations— 
Britain, The Netherlands, Luxem- 
bourg, France and Belgium—which 
signed the Western Union defense 
pact “are the nucleus of resistance 
on which any North Atlantic de- 
fense plans must be based.” 

“Your joint Chiefs of Staff have 
examined the defense concept of 
the Western Union and have 
found that it is in accordance with 
our strategic thinking,” he said.

Commanding General 
Urges Community Aid 
in Combatting Prob- 
lem, Says Field Is No 
Worse Than Others.

Steps to combat increasing 
crime and delinquency among 
Scott Air Force Base personnel 
are being taken by Brig. Gen. 
John F. McBlain, commander of 
the base, it was learned today. 

The delinquency rate at the 
base, however, is no worse than 
at any other comparable installa- 
tions, Gen. McBlain declared. 

“The overwhelming majority of 
the men in traimng here are 
clean-cut’ young Americans of 
above-average inteiligence, whe 
deeply resent the black eye given 
the base and the service by a 
small number of personnel.” . the 
General told tne Ff ost-Dispatch. 

He referred to a rather lengthy 
list of crimes and misdemeanors 
committed by airmen at the base 
in recent months. Latest of these 
was a sensational abduction and 
robbery in Be,leviiie last week 
by a military policeman from the 
nearby base, armed with a mili- 
tary pistol. 

Gen. McBlain, who took com- 
mand of the base only three weeks 
ago, emphasized thag he was giv- 
ing the problem serious study. He 
said he already had issued orders 
to officers and non-commissioned 
officers calling for closer super- 
vision of the rank and file and 
for broadéning the already active 
recreation and character guidance 
program. 

Community Help. 

But more important thap any- 
_ thing the Air Force can do, he 
went on, it a greater participation 
by surrounding civilian communi- 
ties, including St. Louis, in provid- 
ing off-duty activities for the en- 
listed men. 

“Our garrison strength ranges 
from 8000 to 10,000 men, of whom 
upwards of 5000 are students 
undergoing technica! training,” he 
said. “And practically all these 
students, not to mention large 
numbers of the permanent person- 
nel, are teen-agers—from 17 to 20 
year old.” 

“The number of youths in the 
age group we have is equivalent 
to what you would find in a city 
of 50,000 or 75,000. But most of 
these fellows are away from home 
for the first time—away from the 
influence of home, school, church 
and the eye of-the next-door neigh- 
bor 


“As everybody knows who has 
been in service, the Army and the 
Air Force necessarily treat their 
members as men, not boys. They 
are frequently charged with re- 
sponsibilities that civilian com- 
munities would not dream of 
giving them. Also, most of them 
are earning more money than they 
ever saw before. 

Cites Liquor Law. 

“Put them in the middle of a 
large city on a week-end pass and 
some of them are bound to get 
in trouble. We can’t from this end, 
enforce the laws against sale of 
liquor to minors—that’s where an- 
other phase of co-operation by the 
civilian communities comes in.” 

A suggestion that personnel be 
required to wear uniforms en 
away from the base was brushed 
aside by Gen. McBlain. 

“In the first place, I don’t have 
authority to issue such an order,” 
he asserted. “Secondly, I am con- 
vinced it _wouldn’t help. I believe 
that just as many of the men 
would get in trouble as before.” 

About the best thing that could 
happen, the general continued, 
would be re-establishment in St. 
Louis of a U.S.O. center, where 
airmen and other service person- 
nel could find recreation and a 
place to relax, without having to 
seek diversion in taverns and’ 


dives. 
Urges U.S.0. Here. 

“There is a U.S.O. in Belleville 
and it is doing a great job, but 
our young men, many of them 
from the country or small towns, 
naturally like to go to the big 
city,” he said. “As a matter of 
fact, I like to myself. 

“Since the end of the war, with 
the quick demobilization, prac- 
tically all of the civilian co-operat- 
ing activities likewise were de- 
mobilized.

SECRET AIR FORCE REPORT 
READ IN DEFENSE OF B-36} 


F irst Models Disappoint- 


ing, General Says — 
Berlin Crisis Influ- 
enced Decision on 


Bomber.

United States Air Force today dis- 
closed. further details concerning 
the giant B-36 bomber now being 
produced on a quantity basis with 
a view to carrying atomic bombs 
to Russia if Russia launches 
World War III. .

was told frankly by an Air Force 
spokesman that the B-36. proved 
disappointing on its first test 
flight- in 1947, but that a new 
model did much better in May 
1948 when it stayed in the air 36 
hours and demonstrated a range 
of 8570 ‘miles. 

“Intercontinental rahge, so long. 
a goal of the Air Forces was about 
to become a reality” testified the 
Air Force spokesman, who added 
that “a majority of potential tar- 
gets” would be covered by such 
a range. 

Reads Secret Document. 

The witness was Gen. Frederic 
H. Smith, who read from a here- 
tofore secret document in which 
the U.S.A.F. presents a detailed 
history and justification of the B- 
36 which was first ordered in 1941 
with. Hitler in mind and now is 
being pushed with Stalin in mind. 

Gen Smith admitted a persistent 
criticism of the B-36 was its rela- 
tively slow speed. But he said im- 
provements in the nature of aux- 
iliary jet engines had increased 
the maximum speed over the tar- 
get. from 376 miles per hour ‘to 
435 miles. 

As Gen. Smith finished reading 
the first volume of the U.S.A.F. 
defense, various committee mem- 
bers demanded to know who. was 
the author of the longish docu- 
ment. Smith said,t was the work 
of a great many Air Force men, 
and that it had the final approval 
of Secretary of Defense~ Louis 
Johnson, 

Persons close to the Air Force 
say the B-36 with all the latest im- 
provements has performed even 
better than indicated by the fig- 
ures disclosed officially today. Un- 
officially, the B-36 is said to have 
shown ability to climb to around 
50,000 feet (nearly 10 miles) and 
to fly about 500 miles an hour. 

Effect of Blockade.

Coach Drags Out Many 
of Survivors, Thinks 
Tire Blew Out or Steer- 
ing Gear Broke. 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind., Aug. 10 
(UP) — A Greyhound bus hit 
concrete bridge abutment and ex- 
ploded into a roaring sheet of 
flames today, trapping and kill- 
ing 15 passengers. Two of the 
victims were children; eight were 
women, 

Fourteen persons survived, many 
of them saved by bus drivér 
Wayne Cranmer, 25 years old, In- 
dianapolis, who braved the fire 
and was burned himself dtagging 
out the screaming injured. Eleven 
passengers remained in hospitals 
this afternoon. 

Six hours after the Indianapolis- 
to-Evansville coach crashed into 
the abutment and ‘overturned in 
flames, the last of the 15 bodies 
was removed. The bodies were 

laced in a convoy of eight am- 
| servant and taken to the Bloom- 
ington armory, where a tempo- 
rary morgue was set up by Mayor 
Tom Lemon. 

Thirteen of the bodies were 
removed from the charred and 
smoking wreckage with the help 
of acetylene torches.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP)— 
The House definitely committed 
itself today to a 75-cent-an-hour 


national minimum wage. 


It tentatively accepted, by @ 
186-to-116 vote, an amendment of- 
fered by «Representative Redden 
(Dem.), North Carolina, to a sub- 
stitute wage-hour bill sponsored 


by Representative Lucas (Dem.), 


Texas. Lucas’ sbill is backed by 


many Republicans and Southern 
Democrats. 

The Lucas proposal 
called for increasing the minimum 
from 40 cents an hour to 65, 
also provided for a sliding scale 


or adjustment to be made every 
year—according to changes inthe 


cost of living. The wage could 
not have fallen below 50 cents an 
hour, however. 


Heavy G.O.P. Support. 
Redden’s amendment drew heavy 
Republican and Democratic sup- 
port. It wiped out the sliding 
scale section of Lucas’s bill and 
substituted a flat 75-cent mini- 
mum provision identical to the 
corresponding section of the Ad- 
ministration bill. 

The House still had to vote on 
the Lucas proposal as a whoke, 
but’ the 75-cent minimum ap- 
peared sure to survive because 
that is the figure- proposed in the 
Administration’s wage-hour Dill. 
Lucas’s bill is before the House 
as a substitute for the Adminis- 
tration bill. 

The debate, likely to continue 
into tomorrow, settled down to 
which workers Should be covered 
by the wage-hour law and which 
should be exempted. 

Representative Lesinski (Dem.), 
Michigan, Labor Committee chair- 
man, had predicted to reporters 
earlier that the Administration 
bill, increasing the minimum from 
40 to 75 cents, would win “by a 
good margin.” 

Bill Would Add 600,000. 

The Administration bill would 
increase coverage of the law by 
about 600,000 workers. 

The Senate passed and sent to 
the House a bill that would have 
the effect of barring federal com- 
munication commissioners from 
resigning to take jobs in the radio 
industry. There was no opposition 
to. the measure, introduced by Sen- 
atér McFarland (Dem.), Arizona. 

Congress sent to the White 
House a bill giving the Supreme 
Court protection it doesn’t want. 
The measure would make it un- 
lawful to picket the tribunal, but 
Supreme Court Marshal Thomas 
E. Waggaman said he doesn’t in- 
tend to enforce it. Court police 
have not interfered with pickets 
in the past, he said, and they 
won’t in the future.

GREECE INVADING 
ON SO-MILE FRONT, 
ALBANIA CHARGES 


Attack Said to Have Been 
Launched Four Days 
Ago — Report Denied 
in London, 


. LONDON, Aug. 10 (AP)—Al- 
bania said today it is being in- 
vaded by Greece and that fighting 
is in. progress along a $0-mile | 
front. 

A broadcast the official Ti- 
rana radio said bloody clashes 
with Athens Government troops 
began four days ago. It added 
that hundreds of Greek soldiers 
have been killed or taken pris- 
oner. 

The invasion charge coincides 
with an all-out offensive in the 
Grammos mountain sector by the 
Greek Government against Com- 
munist-led rebels. The Greeks have 
charged that rebel troops are an- 
chored on a triangular base in 
the rugged mountains by a string 
of heavy fortifications inside Al- 
banian territory. They say the 
rebels pass freely back and forth 
from Greece to Albania and that 
supply trucks have been seen com- 
ing from Albania. Athens has of- 
ficially charged that itg army has 
been shelled during the offensive 
from Albanian border forts. 

A spokesman for the Greek In- 
formation Service in London said 
“there is certainly no invasion.” 

The Albanian Army newspaper 
denied in Tirana last night that 
Albania has given the Greek guer- 
rillas any aid. 

The Greek guerrilla radio, mean- 
while, in another broadcast heard 
here, charged that Government 
troops pressing their offensive 
were launching attacks from 
Yugoslav territory. Yugoslavia, Al- 
bania and Bulgaria all border 
Greece on the north. 

The Albanians charged bitterly 
that Greek Army aircraft and ar- 
tillery had bombed, shelled and 
strafed hundreds of Albanians on 
a 30-mile front between Leskovik 
and Bozhigrad, just inside Al- 
bania. 


U.S. to Turn Over 49 Bombers to 
Greek Air Force. 

ATHENS, Aug. 10 (AP)—Forty- 
nine United States Navy dive 
bombers will be turned over to 
the Greek Air Force in a few 
days, Lt. Gen. James A. Van Fieet, 
chief of the United States military 
mission, announced today. 

Two of the planes, known as 
Hell Divers, were delivered sev- 
eral weeks and ago and United 
States Navy pilots have been se- 
cretly training Greek flyers in 
their use at Larisa.

Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, chair- 
man of a committee that made a 
preliminary inquiry, heard Harp- 
er’s testimony. The three Sen- 
ators have declined to disclose 
their plans to reporters, 

Judging from advance state- 
ments of remaining witnesses and 
the identity of the organizations 
they represent, the vote fraud 
question will not be broached 
again from the witness chair, 

Lawyers’ Guild Statement. 

The statement of the Lawyers’ 
Guild, which is a “liberal” bar as- 
sociation, did not mention Kem or 
his efforts to obtain a full inves- 
tigation. It related how the Kan- 
sas City Star found evidence of 
fraud and how the Jackson coun- 
ty grand jury handed down 71 in- 
dictments before the Justice De- 
partment entered the case in an 
aggressive manner.

Seven new cases of poliomyelitis 
among residents of the.city and 
St. Louis county were reported to- 
day, increasing the total in the 
— outbreak of the disease to

Six of the new cases occuged 
in the city. They include a 5-year- 
old boy of 5564 Ashland avenue; 
an 18-month-old boy of 4001 North 
Broadway; a Negro girl, 2, of 2810 
Stoddard street; a boy, 3%, 2421A 
North Jefferson avenue; a giri, 2, 
of 1530 La Salle lane; and a girl, 
3%, of 1706 North Eleventh street. 
The city total now stands at 148. 
There have been 12 deaths among 
city residents. 

The single new case in the coun- 
ty is that of a 5-year-old boy from 
Overland. There have been 40 
cases reported in the county, of 
which three have resulted in death. 
Last year at this time there were 
five cases and one death. 

Disease at Lake Camp. 

The discovery that a young girl 
at Camp Hawthorn on the Lake of 
the Ozarks was suffering from 
the disease has led camp offi- 
cials to impose a two-week re- 
striction on the admission of new 
children there. Irvin Bettman Jr., 
president of the camp, a Com- 
munity Chest agency, said state 
health officials suggested that no 
children under 12 years be per- 
mitted to visit the camp for two 
weeks but children already there 
may come home if their parents 
so desire. About 260 children 
from this area are now attending 
the camp, he saic. 

The steps taken follow in gen- 
eral the recommendcstions of the 
National Foundaticn for Infartile 
Paralysis in a recently published 
guide book for the control of the 
disease. The guide states that 
quarantine for polio is “of un- 
proven value” and it recommends 
that summer camps be opened as 
usual provided there is no out- 
break in the area where the camp 
is lo¢ated and if children from 
outbreak arcas av? not admitted. 

It urges retention of children 
and camp staff for 14 days after 
the last contact with a case or 
until the usual closing date. Bett- 
man said the camp’s resident med- 
ical staff and physicians from the 
State Health Department were 
keeping a constant check on the 
children remaining at Camp Haw- 
thorn. 


Survey in Clayton. 

Meanwhile, the Clayton board of 
aldermen has directed Dr., Curtis 
H, Lohr, Clayton health’ commis 
sioner, to make a house-to-house 
survey of that community for the 
purpose of eliminating any insan- 
itary conditions that might con- 
tribute to the spread of polio. 

The board authorized the em- 
ployment for 10 days of 10 addi- 
tional men to make the survey. 
Special attention will be given to 
garbage cans, rat harbors and ac- 
cumulations of trash and filth, 
Mayor C. Kenneth Thies said. 

In Illinois, the total of cases 
this year ‘thas pushed past the 700 
mark, with the deah toll standing 
at 48. The disease rate has aver- 
aged more than 34 cases a day for 
the first nine days of August. The 
death rate has been two a day in 
that period. Many communities 
are taking steps to insure a suffi- 
cient supply of respirators and 
some concern is felt over the di- 
minishing supply of blood serum 
for convalescing polio patients.

Maragon, a close and proud 
friend of Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan of St. Louis, White House 
military aide whose name has 
been coupled with Maragon’s in 
the Senate investigation, was 
asked by one reporter: “Have you 
ever accepted any money for do- 
ing anyone 2 favor in any govern- 
ment department?” 

“IT have not,” replied Maragon 
with emphasis. 


Likely to Face Committee. 


He is expected to be summoned 
before the committee in the near 
future. If he is, the committee 
will not find it difficult to get 
the swarthy 55-year-old efferves- 
cent Greek “mystery man” to talk. 
In fact, reporters have found it 
virtually impossible to get him to 
stop talking once they catch up 
with him. He pours out his views 
on things, particularly the “injus- 
tices” perpetuated against him by 
sly foes and “inaccurate” news- 
papers, in a versatile voice that 
runs the gamut from pathos to 
self-righteous wrath. As he talks, 
Maragon bounces around the room 
with impressive agility for a 
stocky man.

He was born 55 years ago on the 
rugged Ionfan island of Santa 


Maura, off the west coast of 


Greece, and emigrated to the Unit- 
ed States in 1911, when he was 13 
years old. In Kansas City, where 
he had gone to join his older 
brother, Hector, he started work 
as a shoeshine boy, earning 
around $6 a week, With that be- 
ginning, he became successively a 
water boy for a railroad construc- 
tion gang, a news butcher on rail- 
roads, a bellhop, a G-man (before 
the tenure of J. Edgar Hoover), a 
collector of delinquent debts for 
an auto finance company, a Gov- 
ernment employe again, Baltimore 
& Ohio special representative on 
Capitol Hill, and, finally, a globe- 
trotting purchaser of essential oils 
for a perfume company. 

His early bellhop days were 
spent at the hotel in Kansas City 
where the Pendergast political ma- 
chine had its headquarters, but 
Maeragon astonished the reporters 
by pointing out that he had never 
met President Truman or Gen.

He col- 
lected bad debts, then became an 
investigator for the Labor Depart- 
ment, hunting aliens who had 
comé into the country illegally, 
then took a post as an investigator 
for the National Recovery Admini- 
stration under Gen. Hugh 5S. 
Johnson, went from there to the 
Bituminous Coal Commission, and, 
in 1940, was hired by Daniel L. 
Moorman, general passenger agent 
of the B. & O. railroad. 

At the time, he related, the B. 
& O. was “taking a beating” com- 
petitively from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in Capitol Hill business. 
He pitched into work, renewed ac- 
quaintances on the Hill and made 
many new friends there, including 
Truman and Vaughan, and became 
a specialist in arranging funeral 
trains for friends of deceased law- 
makers. Soon the B. & O., he said 
proudly, was getting a major share 
of Congressional business. 

It was during this period, he in- 
sisted, that he received a special 
White House pass, like other rail- 
road representatives, for arranging 
train trips of White House person- 
nel. He denied that Vaughan had 
secured the pass for him after 
Truman became President. 

He abandoned the railroad 
liaison job, he went on, when 
David A. Bennett, president of 
the Albert Verley Co., a Chicago 
perfume concern, offered him a 
job as the company’s overseas 
agent, to buy oils and essences 
all other the world. This Maragon 
did. In 1946 he wangled another 
job, this one temporary. He went 
to Greece with a government mis- 
sion to observe the Greek elec- 
tions, acting as an interpreter. 


Some Denials. 


Here Maragon paused to toss in 
a few strong denials. He denied 
that he had been sent back to the 
States byt Henry F. Grady, mis- 
sion chief, for displaying a pic- 
ture of Truman and himself and 
boasting of their friendship. He 
denied. a story by columnist Drew 
Pearson that he had accompanied 
Truman and Vaughan to the Pots- 
dam conference. His version of 
the Greek mission affair was that 
he had reported to Grady that 
some members of the group were 
indulging in heavy drinking, and 
his recall followed. 

And what is his present occupa- 
tion? Maragon, who has a home 
in McLean, Va., and maintains a 
room at the Carlton Hotel near 
the White House, said he is work- 
ing on a political “who’s who,” 
one for Republicans and one for 
Democrats. And outside of that, 
it became plain, he is working up 
much indignation over all these 
false accusations and innuendoes 
that seek to paint him as a “mys- 
tery man” with influence in high 
places. :

Of a total of 189 men discharged, 
28 others were dishonorably dis- 
charged (mostly courts-martial 
cases), 10 received “bad conduct” 
discharges and 134 “undesirable 
discharges,” the last group con- 
sisting largely of misfits and men 
lacking aptitude, he said. 

Increases in Offenses. 

In the year ending last Aug. 1, 
the number of men guilty of lar- 
ceny, including automobile thefts, 
increased from 12 in the first six 
months to 25 in the last six 
months; drunkenness, from 43 to 
67; absent without leave from 127 
to 216, and pass violation, from 
65 to 83. ‘ 

In addition three airmen were 
involved in four armed robberies 
in the last year, and two others 
with murder of a fellow airman.

Co., except that the city has the 
“absolute right” to give or with- 
hold consent for use of its 
streets; city charter provisions 
for home rule over transit would 
become operative again if state 
law were changed; the Board 
of Aldermen may grant non- 
exclusive franchises and _ the 
Board of Public Service may 
grant non-exclusive revocable 
permits for transit service; the 
city’s power to tax utilities is un- 
limited except by such tests as | 
reasonableness. 

The opinion was expressed in 
the memorandum that the present 
bus and streetcar permits of Pub- 
lic Service Co. may be revoked 
at will by the Board of Public 
Service (consisting of five major 
appointees of the mayor) “pro- 
vided another type or form of per- 
mit, not containing unreasonable 
or unlawful provisions, is offered 
istead.” 

The memoradum further sug- 
gested that such a step might be 
advantageous, “thus securing uni- 
formity and perhaps adding some 
new conditions deemed necessary 
in the light of the city’s experi- 
ence since permits first were is- 
sued in 1940.” It was added that 
some features of the city’s gen- 
eral bus ordinance ,might be 
amended if competition by a pri- 
vate bus company should be con- 
templated.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10—Rep- 
resentative Frank M. Karsten 
(Dem.), St. Louis, appeared before 
the House Banking and Currency 
Committee today to urge favor- 
able action on the ‘Administra- 
tion’s second major housing 
measure of the session. ) 

This is the bill intended to offer 
_ federal aid-to those ‘in middle in- | 
|come groups, whose earnings are 
such that they dnnot qualify for 
‘public housing. as provided in the | 
housing bill already approved, or 
purchase the higher priced homes | 
'for which federal mortgage as- 
sistance already has been pro- 
vided. 

A bill similar to the one on, 
which Karsten testified cleared | 
the Senate Banking. and Currency 
Committee yesterday. 

“It is estimated,” Karsten told | 
the House Committee, “that about | 
30 per cent of the American peo- 
Ple have incomes between $1500 
and $4000. 

“These people are not eligible | 
for public housing because their 
incomes are too high. They are 
ewe able to purchase homes con- 
structed by private builders be- | 
/cause their incomes are 
ered too low. 

“For these people, there is noth- | 
ing but rental units that range 
anywhere from $75 to $150 a/| 
month, and as a result of having | 
to pay such high rents they do 
‘not have sufficient money for 
clothing and other necessary 
items. This has put home owner- 
ship beyond the reach of many 
middle class families.” 

' To provide homes for families 
‘in this middle income group, the 
bills set up a variety of federal 
mortgage insurance and loan aid | 
programs al) directed toward in- 
viting private builders to enter 
this housing market. ' 

Among the specific grants of 

authority would be assistance to 
housing co-operatives, direct loans 

by Government to veterans, and 
-@ liberalization of FHA and 

mortgage insurance provisions. 

“In my city of St. Louis,” 

N Karsten testified, “we have had 
\ many sad experiences in reference 

to veterans’ housing. Returning 

veterans, desperate for places to 

live, have been required to mort- 

gage their whole future in order 
|to purchase a home. The prices 
on some of these homes run as 
high as $15,000. 

“During the last few weeks I 
have received a great many com- 
| plaints of veterans who have pur- 
chased homes under the existing 
programs. These complaints 
range all the way from buckling 
walls due to defective construc- 
| tion, to floor joints that have, to 
| be held down in place with sand 
| bags. In many cases, veterans 
|are paying highly exorbitant 
| prices for second grade houses. 
| “I am anxious to see legisia- 
| tion passed that will correct situ- 
ations such as this and guaran- 
|} tee that the veteran will receive 
fair value for the money he is re- 
quired to spend in the purchase 
of a home. 
| “The St. Louis home building | 
| industry, its city government, its | 
educational institutions, and its | 
citizens, particularly the thou- | 
|}sands of those who are looking | 
_for places to live at moderate 
| prices and rents, are deeply eater | 
| ested in this legislation. 
| “I hope the committee’ will | 
soon report this bill favorably to | 
ithe House because it is legisla- 
| tion that is badly needed and will | 
‘be another real step forward to- 
| wards the solution of the ee 
| Program."

United States District Judge 
Michael L. Igoe held that the trial 
of Montgomery was “a sham” and 
that the Negro was “unjustly and 
unlawfully indicted, convicted and 
sentenced for an alleged crime, 
which never occurred.” 

In an 18-page opinion which 
termed the case “shocking,” Judge 
Igoe held that. the then State’s 
Attorney of Lake County, A. V. 
Smith, now dead, suppressed evi- 
dence which would have proved 
Montgomery’s innocence. 

The opinion stated evidence sup- 
ported Montgomery’s charge that 
threats of retaliation by the Ku 
Klux Klan were voiced by the 
State’s Attorney to cow the de- 
fendant and his attorney and in- 
jure Montgomery’s defense. 

Montgomery was convicted of a 
charge of raping Miss Mamie 
Snow, 62 years old, of Waukegan. 
She died several years later in 
@ mental hospital. 

At a hearing June 27 before 
Judge Igoe, Montgomery’s attor- 
ney, Luis Kutner, produced a doc- 
tor who testified Miss Snow had 
not been raped. 

The physician, Dr. John E. 
Walter, Waukegan, identified a 
photostatic copy of a record of 
his examination of Miss Snow, 
which showed no mention of indi- 
cations of rape. Dr. Walter said 
he recalled the cas) clearly and 
that a careful examination con- 
vinced him the woman had not 
been raped.

Herriot Tells Opening Assembly 


Acting President Declares Germany Must 
First Show It Has Abandoned Ideology of 
‘Mailed Fist’ — He Suggests Body Can 


Solve Economic Problems.

STRASBQURG, France, Aug. 10 (UP). 


RANCE announced at the opening of the new European Assembly 
today that it would oppose any move by Winston Churchill to 


admit western Germany. 
Edouard Herriot, 73-year-old 


president of the French National 


Assembly, made the announcement in an address as acting president 
of the Assembly at its opening session. 


The Assembly, sounding board 
of Western Europe and the parli- 
amentary branch of the Council 
of Europe, met in the old Stras- 
bourg University Building with 
101 delegates present from twelve 
European nations.. Churchil) sat 
as a member of the British del 
gation. 

Herriot paid tribute to Churchill 
as a man “who has shown to what 
heights human energy is capable 
of attaining.” But he made it 
clear France could not join the 
former British Prime Minister if 
he persisted in his intention to 
seek Germany’s admission to the 
Council of Europe. 

He said Germany should not be 
admitted until it has proved itself 
‘worthy and shown that it has 
abandoned completely “ideologies 
based on the cult of force and on 
the right of the mailed fist.” 

The British Government also 
Wwas expected to oppose any move 
by Churchill to admit Germany to 
the Council at this time. 


British Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin was understood to be- 
lieve the admission of Germany 
would be premature. Any such 
move at this time, he thought, 
would bring a French request for 


admission of the former German 
Saar as an independent nation. 
Britain regards the admission of 
the Saar as undesirable, particu- 
larly just before Sunday’s German 
election. 

Herriot said there is po question 
of the Council of Europe organiz- 
ing or preparing a military alli- 
ance. 
| “It is simply a question of 
'‘safeguarding and realizing the 
|ideals which are the common 
|heritage of the _ participating 
|/members,’” he said. 
| “We are not declaring war on 
‘anyone. Whatever may be al- 
oe. our meetings have no ag- 
|gressive point directed against 
-anybody. . . . We merely desire 
to asso@iate ourselves in order to 
defend those two great acquisi- 
tions—freedom and law.” 

Herriot said a remedy “must be 
‘sought at once” to get European 
trade with the Western Hemi- 
sphere more in balance. 

He implied he thought the 
Council might have more luck in 
that respect than the American- 
financed European Recovery Pro- 
gram. He said only a neW organi- 
zation, like the Council, could get 
at the roots of Europe’s political, 
social and economic problems,

A positive agenda for the one- 
month Assembly session was 
achieved yesterday by the Com- 
mittee of Ministers, which in- 
cludes the Foreign Ministers of 
all the members, and which must 
give its approval to any items 
discussed by the Assembly. 

According to thiz agenda, the 
Assembly will discuss the part 
which the Council of Europe is 
going to play in European eco- 
nomic questions, social legislation 
and cultural relations among 
member nations. : 

The Assembly undoubtedly will 
ask the Committee of Ministers 
for permission to discuss certain 
other matters, including human 
rights. There will be adequate 
material for debate. 

The big question which remains 
is whether this Assembly will 
have an important part to play 
in international affairs or 
whether, in fact, it is superfluous 
and potentially dangerous because 
of its conflict with other estab- 
lished inter-governmental organi- 
gations. The answer will depend 
on developments, and nobody is 
prepared to condemn the new or- 
ganization before it has had a 
chance to prove itself. But inso- 
far as an answer is possible to- 
day, it seems to be about as fol- 
lows: 

An Aid to Some Nations. 

In the case of two of the coun- 
tries which do not belong to the 
United Nations at present, name- 
ly Ireland and Italy, the present 
organization provides a temporary 
need. In the case of the other 
members, all of whom do belong 
to the U.N., and also are direct 
beneficiaries of Marshall aid and 
American military assistance or 
support, there is very serious ques- 
tion regarding the advantages of 
participation. 

The principal argument in favor 
of the European Council is that 
it will provide European nations 
which have common interests and 
common culture with an oppor- 
tunity to unify their laws, and 
somewhere off in the distant fu- 
ture, to provide a real European 
federation of democratic states. 

This falls down on the fact that 
Turkey, which has now been 
elected to membership, does not 
have anything in common with 
countries like Denmark and Bel- 


um. 
< the father of the idea, 
Winston Churchill, will certainly 
not be prepared to accept its con- 
clusions on economic and political 
independence in his own country.

ber countries. The statutes of the 
European Council state that it 
shall have regard to other Euro- 
pean governmental organizations 
of which members of the council 
are parties.

Without any question the most 
disturbing feature of the Euro- 
pean Council is the tendency of 
some of its members to regard it 
as a kind of substitute for the 
U.N. 

The same British and French 
newspapers and the same British 
and French statesmen who have 
criticized the U.N. as impotent “be- 
cause it hasn’t got any teeth and 
the Russians use the veto too 
often,” are now resounding with 
praise for this organization which 
has no authority so far, and still 
includes as many checks as most 
authoritative U.N. bodies. 

_ Strasbourg is full of beaming 
statesmen who are notoriously 
critical of the U.N. and all its 
works. 

The attitude of the French and 
British press is demonstrated by 
two examples. 

Yesterday's issue of the Daily 
Mail had a rousing frontpage 
story presenting the Strasbourg 
event as a great historical occa- 
sion. Its editorial page had a 
scathing one-column editorial criti- 
cising the United Nations as prac- 
tically worthless. ' 
Yesterday’s issue of the con- 
servative Paris newspaper, Le. 
Monde, had a one-column editorial 
contradicting the claim of Secré- 
tary General Trygve Lie that the 
U.N. had been a force for peace 
during the past year. In the next 
column it had a nice one-column 
story about the Strasbourg meet- 


ing. 
Some Liked It. 

Leading members of the Euro- 
pean Council have an obvious and 
natural tendency to regard the 
new organization with jealous af- 
fection.

He languished 
in Nazi concentration camps for 
11 years. Nazi torturers mangled 
one of his arms.

Clouds Over Tom Clark 
To the Editor of the Post- -Dispatch. 


I am.one of the many people who 
have serious doubts about the quaiifica- 
tions of Tom Clark to serve on the Su- 
preme Court. _I have not been very 
favorably impressed with some of Mr. 
Clark’s pronouncements and actions in 
the field of civil rights. I question the 
wisdom of issuing lists of “subversive 
organizations” before these organizations 
are found subversive under the rules of 
evidence in a court of law. 

But at the moment I am writing about 
what seemed to me was Mr. Clark’s 
poor handling of the 1946 election fraud 
case in Kansas City. I lived in Kansas 
City in that year, and I recal) the charges 
of fraud which were raised about the 
congressional elections. The FBI was 
called in, and Mr. Clark said after the 
investigation that there was no evidence 
of irregularities. 

However, the Kansas City Star, with 
help from other organizations, secured 
affidavits from voters indicating fraud, 
and gave this evidence to a grand jury 
which then indicted a large number of 
people. A few days later the ballot 
boxes were stolen. Thus the primary 
evidence in the case, the ballots, were 
missing, and the prosecution was crip- 
pled. 

Now, I can’t understand why the FBI 
could ngt find evidence of fraud, but 
others did—unless some kind. of pres- 
sure were put on the FDI which ham- 
pered its investirations. Since Mr. Clark 
was Attorney General over the FBI, it 
seems to me some of the responsibility 
for this failure to find evidence of 
fraud, or even to find the men who stole 
the ballots, must rest with him. 

Was Tom Clark subject to pressure 
in this case? If he was, would he be 
so on the Supreme Court? 

I feel that a seat on the court is im- 
portant enough that any doubts raised 
about a nominee should be cleared up 
before he’is seated. I hepe a lot of 
other people who have doubts about 
Mr. Clark will do what I am doing— 
write to their Senators urging a public 
hearing before the Senate votes on Mr. 
Clark’s confirmation.

Hoover Era Flashback 

Herbert Hoover’s seventy-fifth birthday has 
turned into something of a national occasion. 
Congress has sent him a message of congratula- 
tion, At Stanford University, where he has 
built up an internationally famous war library, 
faculty and students, friends and neighbors have 
showered him with good wishes and praise. And 
Palmer Hoyt of the Denver Post has suggested 
to his colleagues that they take editorial notice. 

This is all fitting enough. Mr. Hoover is the 
only living former President. He is a Republi- 
can who served under one Democratic Presi- 
dent, Wilson, before he himself became Presi- 
dent. Though a member of the much-repudiated 
opposition party, he was called in by President 
Truman to direct research “task forces” on 
greater efficiency and economy in the executive 
branch of the Government. 

What Mr. Hoover has done in this latter ca- 
pacity is greatly to his credit. The recommenda- 
tions are not uniformly meritorious, but in gen- 
eral his proposals make a lot of sense: Doubtless 
a good many will be adopted. Administration 
and the taxpayers will be the gainers. As a for- 
mer President, whose bent perhaps was for de- 
partmental operation, he was well fitted for the 


assignment his successors gave him. 


Some of the other things that are being said 
about Herbert Hoover are less than kind, what- 
ever they are meant to be, because they are so 
untrue. He was not a great President. Indeed, 
since there are those who woltld return to his 
philosophy, it becomes necessary to note for the 
record that he was a misfit In the White House. 
We say this regretfully and without any inten- 
tion of being ungracious on the birthday occa- 


‘ sion when he is being honored for his years. 


There is no need to measure out Mr. Hoover's 
share of the responsibility for economic collapse 
that occurred so soon after his inauguration in 
1929. He was Secretary of Commerce for Hard- 
ing and again for Coolidge. It was in those 
years that the inflationary spiral rose higher and 
higher. The head of the department which dealt 
with the business men of the country should 
have been in a position to see what was happen- 
ing and to reckon the probable result. 

But assume that he was in no wise responsible 
for what went before. Assume that he inherited 
a shaky economic house and had little or no 
time to do anything about repairs before the 
roof fell in. Where Herbert Hoover failed was, 
first, in not knowing what to do when the crash 
came and, second, in resisting the reiterated ad- 
vice from the ablest men in his party—Senators 
like Borah and Norris, and LaFolletie. 

The unemployment which spread throughout 
the land had human consequences that the 
well-meaning man In the White House appar- 
ently did not see. Holding stanchly to his con- 
cept of “rugged individualism” he did not seem 
to understand that when factories and shops and 
mills were closed for months on end, there was 
no work and nothing to eat for millions of 
Americans. He did not realize that soup lines 
and welfare efforts were needed to fend off slow 
starvation leading to violence and the looting of 
steres for food. 

In the end his name became so unpopular that 
it was given to hundreds of aggregations of 
shacks, such as those which lined the Mississippi 
south of MacArthur bridge. No other President 
ever had a fraction as many communities named 
for him. What rank and file citizens resented 
most of all perhaps was the fact that an attempt 
was made to impose a federal sales tax on them 
in the hour of their distress while the Hoover 
Administration at the same time moved to re- 
lieve culpable banking institutions, through the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 

It was an ungenerous fate which had put Her- 
bert Hoover where he was in 1929., It would be 
a fate still more unkind which would return his 
way of doing,things to high place. It takes 
nothing from a round of salutes to Herbert 
Hoover at 75 to place him in more accurate per- 
spective. He is a notdble citizen and we wish 
him many happy returns of the day. 
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Contrast : 

Four past presidents of the American Bar As- 
sociation, including Jacob M. Lashly of St. Louis, 
have indorsed Tom C. Clark for the Supreme 
Court vacancy. Their letters or telegrams of 
praise of the Attorney General have been read 
at the Senate Judiciary Committee fearing. 

This is a reminder that in 1916, seven past 
presidents of the American Bar Association went 
on record before the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee as flatly opposed to the confirmation of 
Louis D. Brandeis to the same court. Brandeis 
served 23 honorable years and at his death was 
one of the most revered Justices in the history 
of our highest tribunal. 

We draw no conclusion from these contrast- 
ing stands by the two groups of past presidents 
of the national bar. But they are interesting— 
in the light of the nominees and their respec- 
tive records on civil rights.

mits that “some call us a Bourbon newspaper,” 
criticizes the Birmingham dailies for loud decry- 
ing of Ku Klux Klan activities and demands for 
an anti-masking law.

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Indiscretion in the White House 

It is becoming more and more difficult to 
brush off Maj.

He 
has told a special Senate investigating commit- 
tee how he was summoned to the White House 
by Vaughan to be advised that friends of the 
general were interested in building the Tanforan 
track near San Francisco. This happened at a 
time when building materials were restricted 
and after it had been necessary to obtain a court 
order to stop the race track project. 

Vaughan apparently went in for some double- 
talk. He told Woods, for example, that “I want 
to make sure there is no prejudice in your office 
just because this is a race track case,” and that 
“it is your duty to handle the case on its merits 
and on its legality.”” There is nothing wrong in 
being against prejudice and for legality, but Mr. 
Woods very exsily got the idea that those were 
not really uncer discussion—especially since 
Vaughan bad talked to his predecessor, Frank L. 
Creedon, about the same project and had be- 
come “damn sore” when it was stopped. 

It was anything but edifying then to see race 
track owners and night club operators get build- 


ing materials which were desperately needed 


for housing. And it is no more edifying now to 
hear that a friend of the President was using 
White House influence to help racing people 
rather than home-seekers, especially veterans. 

It is generally conceded that Vaughan was 
acting without the knowledge and approval of 
Mr. Truman. Yet in doing so, he did the Presi- 
dent no service. And the President does him- 
self no service by glossing over Vaughan’s con- 
duct as he did in the Washington Union Station 
incident. It is to be hoped that Vaughan will 
appear before the Senate investigators to say 
what he can say for himself. And if that turns 
out to be not very much, the President’s entour- 
age would be more seemly without a friend of 
race track operators.

resent efforts of the Darst Administration to 
prevent a transit fare increase look like a wild 
goose chase. Why does the City think the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission might suspend 
next Monday’s sise in fares to 12 cents? 

Since the City already has conceded that the 
Public Service Co. needs more revenue, the be- 
lated effort to get a hearing, accompanied by 
threats to establish a municipal transit system, 
seems an over-excited venture. 
tile because state commissions seldom grant 
rehearings. 

The dominant, and about the only clear fact, 
in the transit case is the company’s requirement 
for more money to meet rising costs. The five 
commissioners agreed that the B2-cent fare was 
the mimimum necessary, though they agreed 
about little else. Certainly they did not agree 
on what the higher fare would mean in terms of 
revenue, and the City has nothing new to offer. 

What is needed is a trial period in which to 
discover what the 12-cent fare does mean. Last 
Sunday, this newspaper proposed that the City 
“ask the commission to say in plain words that 
it regards the decision as an experiment to be 
reconsidered in six months....” 

This is exactly what John L. Wilson, president 
of the Public Service Co., offered Mayor Darst. 
We think the Mayor could make the most of this 
offer. He could use it to put the company under 
public obligation to regard the higher fare 
schedule as simply an experiment. 

If the results of the test then justified a re- 
newed gity protest, Mayor Darst could take his 
case against the 12-cent fare. to Jefferson City 
with far stronger hopes of winning. 
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Should Bombs Be: Used? 


The debate about the B-36 has been pretty 
much confined to the question ef whether the 
big bomber ‘really can live up to the claims 
made for it by the Air Force. Marquis Childs 
has raised a deeper question: Should war, if one 
comes, be a war of bombs? | 

Most people take that pretty much for grant- 
ed. It is generally believed that the first Amer- 
ican offensive move would be an effort to knock | 
out the enemy’s key centers with.atomic bombs. 
Only a rather timid few suggest that this weapon 
is so horrible that it may be kept on the shelf 
as poison gas and coats rr aap were during 
the last war. 

But in pointing out that 250,000,000 tons of 
non-atomic bombs were dropped on Germany, 
‘Mr. Childs suggests that strategic bombing even 
without atomic weapons is open to question. One 
recalls that there were protests against it in 
hard-pressed Britain even during the war, pro- 
tests that it involved unjustified slaughter of 
far too many human beings. Certainly, anybody 
with the slightest compassion for his fellow man 
was assailed by painful doubts on walking 
through the ruins at the *fighting’s end. ' 

- Quite aside from the justification of an eye. 
‘for an eye, however, Mr. Childs points out that 
one of the fruits of victory was a large share of 
the cost of repairing the damage, Also, how 
¢an anyone be sure of the co-operation of the 
bombed, constantly reminded as they are of the 
horror by the ruins? 

The question of the wisdom of strategic bomb- 
ing is on the agenda of Chairman Vinson’s House 
Committee.

No one could blame certain Illinois law- 
makers for feeling that they were being 
used unfairly during the last session of the 
Legislature. 

There are certain matters on which even 
run-of-the-mill politicians take very strong 
positions. Like Calvin Coolidge, they are 
firm in their opposition to Sin. On the 
more positive side, they strongly favor 
Home and Mother. Children they consider 
the Hope of Ameri- 
ca’s Future, and they 
frequently refer to 
the dog as Man’s 
Best Friend. 


In view of these 
circumstances, cer- 
tain events of the re- 
cent séssion of the 
Illinois Legislature 
were more confusing 
than amusing. It is 
true that the law- 
makers were not 
asked to come out 
against Home and 
Mother, but the sit- . 
uation was almost Mrs. Enzinger 
that bad. The Legislature was presented 
with a bill which demanded that they 
choose between children and dogs. 


Calm Before the Tempest 


Things started out calmly enough. Every 
year thousands of stray dogs are picked 
up. By far the biggest percentage are nev- 
er claimed. After the lapse of a reason- 
able time to make sure the dogs are not 
family pets, they are put to death. 

Add to this i fact that there are in the 
Chicago area four great medical schools 
which yearly turn.out hundreds of doctors. 


In these schools, students are trained in 


difficult operations by the use of dogs— 
when they can get them. 


These schools and their affiliated hos- 
pitals and medical centers do a great deal 
of research which again involves the use 
of animals. Before being successfully ap- 
plied to babies, such surgical techniques 
as the now famous “blue baby” operation 
were first worked out and perfected on 
dogs. : 


To meet this need, there was introduced 
a bill to make unclaimed dogs available for 
training and experimentation. The doctonm 
said they needed the dogs, and in view of 
the fact that the unclaimed dogs are killed 
anyway, most people did not see the ex-

Hearts, Flowers, Tears and Pressure 


It should nat be thought for one minute 
that Hearst and the anti-vivisectionists had 
a corner on the hearts-and-flowers depart- 
ment. Once the issue got off the intellec- 
tual level, which it did almost immediately, 
it became clear, to the bill’s supporters that 
the final tally would be determined by tears 
and pressure. So those who wanted. the 
bill went to work with a will. 

One of the more potent influences in 
support of dogs for medical research was 
Chicago’s Sun-Times, Its editors were as 
pro-vivisection as Hearst was anti. 


Hardly a day went by that the enterpris- 
ing Sun-Times did not succeed in‘finding a 
blue baby who owed its life to research and 
experimentation originally done on dogs. 
On good days the paper might have as 
many as six, 

Usually the reporters concentrated their 
efforts in the home districts of legislators 
opposed to vivisection. Some sample mes- 
sages printed by the Sun-Times, flanked 
by pictures of care-free children: “Repre- 
santative Hruby: Do you want to halt these 
life-giving miracles? . .. Representative 
Schuler: Learn why this stricken child can 
now laugh.” 


It is hard to see how any legislator could 
resist such dramatic and yet factual argu- 
ments. Some law-makers did change their 
position, and for a while it looked as if 
fighting Hearst-fire with fire was going 


+ to work and that the bill would pass. 


In the end, however, the tears that 
flowed so freely every time dogs were men- 
tioned proved to be just too much for the 
bill. When the shqwdown came many mem- 
bers sat silent and refused to vote one 
way or.the other. Evidently they felt that 
a vote in either direction meant political 
suicide. 

On a roll-call vote, the bill ended up

Crack-Up in the Desert 


PORTRAIT IN TWO COLOURS. by Stuart 8. Jeckman: 
(Scribner's, 188 pas., $2.75.) 


The effect of heat, sand, flies and loneli- 
ness on human beings, especially the effect 
which remains long after the experience is 
over, is the theme of this véry short novel. 
Stuart Jackman, who today is pastor of a 
church in a small English town, spent 
three and a half years with the Royal Air 
Fome in the Near East and Africa. His 
story of the patrol driver who cannot ad- 
just himself to his family and his English 
heme, after the war is over for him, has 
about it a telling sense of the authentic. 

Simon Calder is the only character to be 
presented in depth.

HERE’'LL be a prize fight at 
Yankee Stadium tonight and 
the stakes will be high. 
There’s every reason to believe 
that Ezzard Charles and Gus 
Lesnevich will throw everything 
coey have into the 15-round con- 
t. 


It’s a great opportunity for 
Charles, but to cash in all the 
way, he'll have to win quickly, 
handily and decisively, It will

But if the Cincinnati 
Negro fights that way against 
Lesnevich, the boohs will be 
terrific and all hands will agree 
that the boxing world, heavy- 
Weight division, has reached a 
sorry stage. No, if Charles 
wants to hold his head high and 
continue his demand that the 
New York Boxing Commission 
recognize his title claims, he’ll 
have to whip Lesnevich quickly 
and decisively, 

The bout is an even more im- 
portant milestone for the 34- 
year-old Lesnevich. Gus is a 
fornmrer world light-heavyweight 
champion, former * American 
light-heavy champion, and if he 
is defeated tonight—well he’ll be 
just a former boxer, as far as 
carry-home pay is concerned, 

For Charles, too, it will be an 
opportunity to convince the New 
York State Boxing Commission 
that he’s a worthy challenger 
for the world title. The Na- 
tional Boxing Association rec- 
ognizes Ezzard as champion, by 
reason of his Chicago victory, 
but New York, with Col. Eddie 
Eagan as spokesman, insists 
that there is no champion and 
that there can be none worthy 
of recognition until the over- 
grown Cincinnati light-heavy- 
weight meets somebody else. 

For a time that somebody else 
was to be the winner of the 
September London bout between 
Lee Savold and Bruce Wood- 
cock, but Woodcock had an 
automobile accident and then 
announced that he might quit 
boxing anyhow, without the for- 
mality of going through with the 
Savold match, However Bruce 
had a change of heart later and 
it is expected that he will fight 
Savold. If he doesn’t, New York 
undoubtedly will nominate 
Savold to give Charles—or Les- 
nevich if the unexpectea hap- 
pens tonight—the final qualify- 
ing test. a

ESPITE the heavy odds 
[) savoring Charlies, there are

Unusual confidence is reported

CAIRO, Egypt, Aug. 10. 
HE harem is dead, but its passing has not 
made marriage more stable in the life of 
Egypt.

More monogamy has been followed by more 
divorce. The Egyptian home and family have to 
defend themselves against the blows of industrial 
¢eivilization. Matrimony’s defense is proving no 
stronger along the fertile strip of the Nile delta 
than in America or Switzerland, in fact rather 
less so. 

Studying 45 families taken at random, a re- 
search bureau here fdund that only 20 couples 
would admit themselves happily married.

Part of these figurés—16,121 divorce pleas com- 
pared with 22,314 marriages—are indicative of the 
Egyptian’s willingness to go to court, but nearly 
14,000 cases actually resulted in broken mar- 
riages.’ 

The American proportion is about four mar- 
riages to one divorce if compared on an annual 
rather than total basis. The Egyptian rate works 
eut to about two marriages to one divorce.

and never an accomplished fact. 
The other day I saw that 1700 
displaced persons who were on 
their way to Australia were to re- 
ceive citizenship and housing and 
the choice of three .-different 
kinds of jobs. If Australia, with 
its small population, which has 
not yet solved the problem of get- 
ting water into the interior where 
a large part of its land is still a 
desert, can accept this number we 
should be able to absorb a great 
many more. 

Those who have come here al- 
ready, in small numbers, have 
settled down and are working out 
very well. I cannot understand 
the fears of people like Senator 
McCarran. 

The delay only makes the 
chance of getting good people, 
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I wonder if Congress, in 
passing this legislation, was cog- 
nizant of the hardships it would

At 
that contract, all North had to 
find was a 3-2 break in the dia- 
mond. suit itself — an odds-on 
chance. After drawing trumps 
and cashing the two top spades 
in South’s hand, North would 
simply overtake the club king with 
the ace and cash the two other 
club tricks, discarding South’s 
low spades. A spede ruff would 
then set up two mor} spade tricks 
for North, and he would eventually 
concede only his singleton heart. 

Admittedly, it was hard for 
North to visualize a better trump 
suit than spades for the combined 
hands, after South opened with 
that denomination. However, when 
South leaped all the way from 
three spades to six diamonds, 
North should have considered the 
matter more deeply. With four 
diamonds marked in South’s hand, 
North might have realized that his 
own fifth spade could be of great- 
er value at a diamond contract, 
than with spades as trumps.
